every element of natural wealth, and
the industries which naturally must
follow constitute a basis of credit which
must m the near future place the Com¬
monwealth on a high financial plane.
What more is wanted is for the peo¬

ple to understand that the constant
agitation of the debt question, is caus¬

ing distrust ef the purpose of the elate
to meet her obligations. No rational
man, in the light ef the improvements
now going on and the development of
material resources which are being
daily made, can doubt the ability of the
State to meet the demands of her debt
and ail other essential obligations. All
the imaginary difficulties connected with
the subject would disappear before a

courageousdeterminatiou to meet them.
And this resolution once declared would
attract attention aud command confi¬
dence, and open up a future comrnen

anrate with the marvelous natural rct-

ources of the State..Less of political
agitation and more of practical business
methods might, it is true, retire a few of
the modern statesmen who have flour
¡shed of late years in the domain ot
sensatioo, but at the same time the
people would be the gainers the credi t
.fthe State advanced and the great
interesta of the Commonwealth subserv¬
ed..

< uiillagratioii in Quebec.

Quebec, Que,, June i)..One of
the most disastrous tires which this
unfortunate city has been atHicted
with commenced last night, and
was only got under control at C
o'clock this morning. The first
alarm was from the corner of St.
Oliver and St. Claire streets, at
10:ôO o'clock. A few minutes later
from Basilica, St, John's and
Koch's churches rang out a second
ah rm, and the whole force of the
fire brigade irai soon upon the
ground. The reflection of the
flames was so brilliant that in a

short time half the city appeared
to be attracted to the scene, and by
11 1-3 o'clock all the avenues

around and leading to the fire were

so completely packed with people
that it was next lo impossible to
force a way through them. The
scene in the vicinity of the confia«
gration was one ot titter confusion.
Half of those present seemed panic-
stricken, and three fourths ot the
others only added to the »confusion

by running against each other and
really contributing to the destruc¬
tion of property, while believing
they were helping to save it_
Parents partially clothed, hurried
along in every direction with in¬
fants wrapped in bed clothing in
their arms. Cows and horses let
loose boat burning stables rushed
half njaddened through the cro »vd,
Oâ stood dazed by the uproar and
confusion surrounding them. Ilia
fire originated in a stable on St.
Oliver street, near St. Mary street.
The flames quickly spread ¦** '",
surrounding wooden v '.,,. i
». .... uuildings, and
i0 l"c *

.-, above and below. St-
O'"
.».ver, Latourelle, St. Marc and
Richelieu streets were quickly g
mass of fire for pome h'l.jdred feet
of each in extent, Vne flames from
the other sid.es of the streets over¬

lapping in the middle and complete¬
ly '.losing them to all traffic. The
¿cenes common to all great fires
were readily discernible at this
stable. Even the police and fire¬
men were to a great extent demora¬
lized. Daring robbery was carried
on freely in full sight of every¬
body. Liquor stores and private
dwellings attacked by the flames
were ransacked for liquor, which
was openly drank by the low
characters which infest the locality.
The sparks, which everywhere flew
from the burning wooden buildings,
were themaelves a terrible source of
danger to the rest.

It wp.3 no uncommon sight to
sec men's coats and hala ablaze
from the burning pieces of shingles
which lit upon them. The fire

brigade allege that lour wooden
houses were found on fire by them
when they arrived upon the scene,
and that with water absent and un

attainable for some twenty minutes
it was impossible for thern toobtain
the mastery. Nothing wa.i saved of
St. John's church but the sacred
Veaaelfl and some of the most valu¬
able of the plate and furniture of
the sanctuary. The church was

wortli at least §100,000, upon
which the insurance amounts to

only §10,000. It is impossible to
describe the spread of the flames on

every side. Amongst the property
destroyed on John street were a

large number of handsome buildings
used as stores and private resi¬
dences. ''A'' battery was called out
and rendered efficient aid in saving
property and in keeping order. It
is computed that there must be a

loss of 82,000,000 between the
buildings, stock and fornitura.
Over 1,500 families are rendered
homeless by the conflagration. At
least 800 buildings have been de
B'.roytd. The fire brigade tnd ap¬
paratus was quite unfit to cope with
aueh a fire, and to its weakness
and the wretched water service ti.e
whole disaster is due.
